Yuri Vladimirovich Andropov 
was born Into the- family or e 
railway man at Nagutskaya sta- 
tion, Stavropol Territory, on 
Juno 15, 1914. He baa a higher 
education. A membor ot the 
CPSU since 1939. 

As a sixteen -year-old Komso- 
mol member Yu. V. Andropov 
was a worker in the town of 
Mozdok, lha North Ouellon 
Autonomous Soviet Socialist 
Republic. Then his biography of 
a working man continued 
aboard ships of Uie Volga Ship- 


ping Lines where he worked ei 
a crow member. 

Boginning wllh 1639 Yu. V

On Novembor 10, 1532, Leonid 
Ilyich Brezhnov, General Secre- 
tary of the Central Ccmmltea d( 
tlio Communist Party of the So- 
viet Union, President of the Pre- 
sidium ol the USSR Supremo So- 
viet, four times Haro of tho So- 
viet Union and Hero of Socialist 
Labour, died suddenly at tha ago 
of 75, An outstanding leader of 
the Communist Party and the 5o- 
vlet stale, ol tho International 
communist and working-class 
movement, eminent theoretician 
and talented organizer has passed 
away. The whole ol his long and 
remarkable Ufa was devoted en- 
tirely to the great causa of the 
October Revolution, the Party ol 
Lenin, the interests of the work- 
ing people, Ihe building of com- 
munism 

Leonid Ilyich Brezhnev was 
born on December 10, 1906, In 
the city of Dneprodzerzhinsk Into 
iho family of a steel worker. As 
a boy of 15 he went to work at 
a metallurgical plant, among 
whoso fine working collective he 
was steeled as a worker. He 
joined Uiq Komsomol at the age 
of 17, and In 1931 became a 
momber of the Communist Party. 

After graduating from a tech- 
nical school, L I. Brezhnev 
worked as a land surveyor In tha 
Kursk Province, In Byelorussia 
and in tha Urals. Here he came 
to love the land and to app reels- „ 
te the hard, but so necessary 
work of tha fanner. 

On reluming to his home city, 
Leonid Ilyich Brezhnev enrolled 
at a metallurgical Institute, 
where, while studying, ha car- 
ried out responsible Party and 
public assignments ai Secretary 
of tha department Party commit- 
tee, CbatansA of the Institute's 
trade union committee and sub- 
sequently Secretary of the insti- 
tute's Patty committee. Upon gra- 
duation, he Worked at a factory, 
served In tha armed forces In tha 
TfansbaJkal area and held dif- 
ferent administrative and Parly 
posts. 

Hi was elected Secretary bt 
tha Dnepropetrovsk Regional 
Party Committee In 1939 and car- 
ried out extensive work to or- 
ganize arms production, 

Leonid Ilyich Brezhnev has 
served with the army in the field 
from tha early days of (ha Great 
Patriotic War. He trod the dlifl- 
cult roads of wax from Novoros- 
disk to Prague as a fighting 
naan, a Communist end political 
worker. As deputy head of the. 
political department of the Sou- 
thorn Front, head of the political 
section of the lBUi Army and 
head Ol the political department 
of the 4th Ukrainian Front, he 
took part In planning and car- 
rying out a number df major 
operations of tha Soviet Army In 
tha Caucasus, in the Blade Sea 
area, In the Crimea and In the 
Ukraine, and participated In the 
liberation of Buropeaa nations 
from the fascist Invaders. The 
unprecedented feat of arms of 
Soviet soldiers at Small Land Is 
associated with tha name of 
Comrntear Brezhnev, He finished 
hU wartime service aa the com- 
mliur U a composite regiment 
at tim victory Parade in Mbs- 
cow, _ . .. 

La 1913 Leonid Ilyich Brezhnev 
was atattfed Pint Secretary ol 
Uie Zaporozhye Regional 
mltfee andfatex of the I 
petravsk Regional Committal of 
the Communist • Party ;oT the 
ufcnbfr Stick gUiata'oitheS6-i 
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ol agric ill lure, and for cultural 
development ol Moldavia, than 
ono of the youngest union re- 
publics. 

In 1954 Leonid Ilyich Brezhnev 
was elected Second Secretary, 
and In 1955, First Secretary of 
tha Central Commutes of the 
Communist Party ol Kazakhstan. 
He threw himself heart and soul 
Into bringing Iho virgin lands 
under cultivation and was In the 
front ranks oi the fighters In the 
battle for opening up the Ka- 
zakhstan granary. And It la la 
Leonid Ilyich Brezhnev's undying 
credit that this battle was won 
and Kazakhstan has become one 
of tha principal grain-growing 
regions of the Soviet Union. 

At the 19th Party Congress and 
subsequent Party congresses. 

L. I. Brezhnev was olectod Mem- 
ber of tho CPSU Control Com- 
mittee. He was Alternate Mem- 
ber of the Presidium of the CPSU 
Central Committee, Secretary of 
(lie CPSU Central Committee 
(1956-57), Member of the Presi- 
dium of Uiq CPSU Central Com- 
mittee ( 1957-66) and since 19G6 
Member of the Politbureau of the 
CPSU Central Committee. In 
1958-66 lio was Member ot the 
Bureau, Vice-Chairman and 
Chairman of the Bureau of the 
CPSU Central Committee for the 
Russian Federation. 

Leonid Ilyich Brezhnev was 
Deputy of the USSR Supremo So- 
viet of the third-tenth convoca- ■ 
tions, Deputy o! the Supreme So- 
viet or the Ruuslan Federation of 
the fifth-tenth convocations, De- 
puty of the Supreme Soviet of the 
Moldavian Soviet Socialist Re- 
public of the third convocation 
and of the Supreme Soviet of the 
Kazakh Soviet Socialist Republic 
of the fourth convocation, wna 
Member of the Presidium ot the 
USSR Supreme Soviet (1905-77), 
President of the Presidium of the 
USSR Supreme Soviet (1960-64 
end from 1077). 

At the October Plenaty Meet- 
ing of the CPSU Central Commit- 
tee In 1964 L 1. Brezhnev wat 
elected First Secretary and In 
1966 General Secretary of the 
CPSU Central Committee. The 
further development and streng- 
thening of tha Gommuniat Party 
of the Soviet Union la Inseparab- 
ly associated with his tireless 
theoretical, political amd organi- 
zational activity. Following firm- 
ly Lenin's teaching and behests, 
he worked Lndefatigably to en- 
sure that the Party exercise ever

Leonid Uylcb Brezhnev made 
an Invaluable contribution to 
tha restoration, consolidation and 
development of the Leninist 
norms of Party life and principles 
of leadership, to the strengthen- 
ing of the Party’s ties with the 
masses.

Proceeding Irom Lenin's heri- 
tage, Leonid Ilyich Brezhnev 
thoroughly analysed the interna- 
tional situation, Ihe alignment of 
forces on the world arena and 
practical ways of averting a 
world thermonuclear war. L. I. 
Brezhnev's works on questions of 
war and peace are of fundamen- 
tal Importance to Soviet foreign 
policy. 

A great patriot, Leonid Ilyich

RARE FINDINGS 

An unusual orchard growing 
on sheer rock was recently 
spotted by a Leningrad scientific 
expedition on Uia Lavrov island 
In the Sea of Japan. The centurv- 
old apple trees have their roots 
firmly ptantod in rock, end even 
though measuring no more their 
150 cm in height they are amaz- 
ingly tenacious. In addition to 
growing on rock, they get their 
nutrients from a soil urendied In 
sea water. 

The scientists named the 
species they found the "Zhukov- 
sky apple tree" after noted So- 
viet botanist Zhukovsky. 

They also found wild fruit 
plantotiana and scores of extre- 
mely rare medicinal and decora- 
tive herbs on amall patches .of 
land In the Peter the Great Bay- 

Specimens of the findings 
partly supplement a plant collec- 
tion In Leningrad and have partly 
been planted in special nurseries 
where plant breeders, will ex- 
periment on them after they 
have been given a quarantine 
check.

(Science) Publishing FIoius has 
put out a facsimile copv edition 
of the first Lithuanian dlctlonaiy, 
"A Dictionary of Three Langu- 
ages" iPoUsh-lalin-Uthtianlani.

centuries ago. 

Painstaking work by special- 
ists has ensured that Ihe modern 
version of the dictionary looks 
very like lls predecessor. An 
elaborate search went on for 
original copies of the work. One 
copy— the only known example 
In existence or the first edition, 
published In the second half oi 
the I7th century— was found In 
Moscow In the Central State 
Archives for Old Deeds. It has 
now been returned to Vilnius. 
And from Leningrad, Oxford end 
Helsinki, where later editions of 
the dictionary are kept, came 
slides with photo copies of each 
page. 

The V. Kaps ideas University 
Library has one Of the richest 
collections in the world of old 
books.
